I aa writing to you because of your position of in- 
fluence in Hattiesburg, Mississippi, As the attached corres- 
pondence will demonstrate, I have become somewhat alarmed 
over certain material published by WDAM-TV regarding my new 
book about the JFK assassination. Reasonable Doubt. W&AM, 
while offering me a 36-hour round-trip train ride to its 
studio, lias refused to send me the material it already has 
publicly aired. I can only imagine that WDAM 1 3 refusal to 
send me tills public material reflects some feeling on the 
station's part that the material significantly distorts xay 
work, going far beyond the strong and fair criticism I would 
welcome. I am writing you because you may have seen the 
broadcasts and may have drawn negative conclusions that are 
unjustified. 

The area in question, I gather, concerns a Hattiesburg 
man named Robert Easterling. One of the chapters in my book 
examines certain allegations Easterling has made over the 
years. I argue that inasmuch as Easterling is the only- 
person ever to offer a fully detailed, on-the-record confes- 
sion to participation in a conspiracy to assassinate JFK, 
the federal authorities should take him store seriously than 
I demonstrate they have taken him. I also discuss my approach 
to Easterling in the introduction of my book, pages 7-9. 

Indeed, I describe Easterling and his story fully and accurate- 
ly, and I stand behind every word I’ve written about him. 

Because of your position in the community, I am sending 
you the enclosed copy of Seasonable Doubt , along with a 
couple of articles and reviews about it. Hv hope is that you 
will read the book and find it interesting and edifying. 

Forgive my immodesty, but reviews all over the country have 
praised this book — now in its third printing and being 
offered by the Book-of-the-Month Club. You, along with 
readers everywhere, can draw your own conclusions about 
Easterling. That is why I have included his story in this 
massive analysis of the JFK case.
